Colorado’s auto theft numbers were stable from 2017
through 2019, with 2019 showing a 3% decrease.

Social restrictions were put into place for
Coloradans and businesses in March 2020 due
to the Covid-19 Pandemic. Auto theft numbers
substantially increased after the restrictions
went into effect.

Auto thefts increased by 40% from 2019 to
2020, and a 31% increase from 2020 to 2021.

In 2022, auto theft increased by 11.6%, however
the pace of auto theft is slowing.
